— not  even  a dog. 

Who  are  those  men  at. the  corner  of 
the  Court  House?  Perhaps  they  are 
Judge  John  Beers,  J.  R.  Knox,  Judge 
A.  R.  Calderwood,  Judge  JohnAYharry,  I 
Judge  D.  L.  Meeker,  William  Allen,  I 
Judge  William  VvTlson,  E.  B.  Putman, 
and  Michael  Spayde.  Who  Knows? 

Back  of  them  stands  the  residence 
and  store  room  of  John  Hufnagle.  the 
Greenville  Croesus  of  that  day.

John  A.  Hamilton,  oldest  native  citi- 
zen of  Greenville,  born  in  1830  on  West 
Main  street  near  Public  Square  on  the  ^ 
lot  west  of  Waring’s  corner  in  his 
father’s  hotel.  A man  of  remarkable 
memory.  Remembers  General  Harri- 
son’s visit  to  Greenville  in  1840.  Mr. 
Hamilton  stood  in  line  with  other  hoys 
on  that  occasion  in  front  of  what  is  now 
Wesley  Gilbert’s  furnitui'e  store,  while 
the  ex-Presidcnt  walked  ilow 
and  shook  hands  with  every  boy  in  line. 
Mr.  Hamilton  was  for  many  yeai's  a 
clerk  in  the  old  corner  store  of  F.  ar.d 
J.  L.  W aring.  Later  he  coiidr.cted  a 
merchant  tailoring  establishment  in  the 
Hart  building.  He  is  now'  living  a re- 
tired life  at  his  residence  on  West  Main 
street.  Future  numbers  of  “The  Darke 
County  Boy’’  will  have  more  to  say 
about  Mr.  Hamilton  in  connection  witli 
many  incidents  that  he  is  familiar 
with. 

Mary  L.,  widow  of  Dr.  J.  L.  Sorber, 
came  to  Greenviile  with  her  parents. 
Dr.  G.  Miesse  and  wife  in  1848.  In  1S53 
she  was  married  to  J.  L.  Sorber,  a tal- 
ented physician  and  senator  from  Ross’ 
County.  He  was  also  distinguished  in 
surgery  and  because  of  Ids  rai-e  ability: 
in  that  science  he  w’as  commissioned  j 
Surgeon  in  the  Civil  War  by  Governor  i 
Todd.  He  also  designed  and  construct-  ’ 
ed  a planetarium  of  the  various  planets 
of  the  Solar  System  and  including  the 
periodical  visits  of  certain  comets.  In 
1853  he  settled  In  Anderson.  Indiana, 
with  his  young  bride  who  had  the  dis- 


tinguished honorof  introducing  the  first 
piano  in  that  section  of  Indiana.  Mrs. 
Sorber  is  far  from  being  or  acting  like 
an  “old”  woman.  She  is  active  men- 
tally and  physically  and  is  enjpying  the 
best  of  health.  Her  two  daughters, 
Aurelia  and  Laura  are  the  wives  of  W. 

S.  Rosser  and  David  Trump,  respect- 
ively, of  this  city. 

John  Harper,  Greenville’s  first  pho- 
tographer and  one  of  the  best  artists  of 
his  time.  He  was  born  east  of  Green- 
ville on  a farm  in  the  early  thirties. 

He  was  a son  of  W.  S.  Harper  whose  I 
portrait  appears  in  the  next  issue,  and 
a brother  oflMarion  Harper,  the  well  , 
known  jeweler.  Mr.  H arper  was  killed  ; 

j some  years  ago  by  street  cars  in  Chic- 
I ago.  His  widow.  Priscilla  Miesse  Har- 
' per  resides  on  West  Fourth  street,  this 
city.  A picture  of  Mrs.  Harper  taken 
when  she  wa.s  a girl  will  be  I'eproducod 
in  “ I he  Darke  County  Boy"  ne.xt 
month,  along  with  a number  of  other 
girls  of  that  day.  Everybody  in  town

Hi.  (laliriel  IMiesse  and  wife  come

, located  111  Gn'cnville  in  1818.  He  en- 
ured immediately  into  an  active  and, 

, lucrative  practice  that  continued 
j throughout  his  life.  He  took  high  rank! 


I as  a surgeon  and  was  frequently  called 
j away  from  home  in  critical  cases.  The, 
above  photograidi  of  himself  and  wifei 
was  taken  on  their  fiftieth  wedding! 
anniversary  August  24,  1882.  For 

many  years  he  occupied  the  building 
now  known  as  tlie  Wagner  House,  Pub- 
lic Square  and  Main  Street,  Later  he 
built  a fine  residence  on  Third  and  Sy- 
camore streets,  wliere  he  died  some  20 
\'cars  ago.  He  owned  much  property 
througliont  the  county.  He  done  a 
large  practice  through  the  mails.  He 
was  a lover  of  art  and  the  sciences, 
and  his  family  of  eight  children  were 
all  trained  in  music.  Reference  to  them 
will  appear  in  later  numbers  of  “The 
Darke  Comity  Boy.”  Dr.  Miesse  was 
the  possessor  of  quite  a museum  of 
curiosities  in  his  time  and  his  cabinets 
were  always  loaded  with  rare  speci- 
men.s  from  all  parts  of  the  globe. 

Arthur  Nelson  looks  just  like  he  did 
in  1858.  He  was  not  a photographer 
but  a taker  of  daguerreotypes  and  am- 
brotype.s.  Tintyiies  and  photographs 
were  unknown  when  Mr.  Nelson  first 
came  to  Greenville.  The  very  first  man 
to  attempt  the  taking  of  jiictures  of 
any  l<ind  was  David  Beers.  He  never 
opened  shoii  after  buying  his  para- 1 
plieriialia  and  making  a few  experi- 
ments.

Dorman  and  wife.  Mrs.  Dorman  is,

Dorman  died  a number  of  years  ago. 
He  was  the  founder  of  the  Dorman 
Grocery  more  than  a half  century  ago. 
It  is  now  the  oldest  grocery  house  in 
Greenville  in  fact  it  is  the  oldest  mer- 
cantile establishment  ir  the  city.  There 
! ai  e persons  living  today  who  have  been 
I [)atrons  of  the  house  ever  since  its 
doors  were  fiist  opened.  The  business 
j is  successfully  carried  on  today  by  Z. 

I T.  (Taylor)  Dorman,  son  of  D.ivid.  | 
I Third  and  fourth  in  the  group  is  Wil-  |[ 
I llam  Bishop  and  wile  who  came  to 
Dai'ke  County  in  1842.  Mr.  Bisiiop  was 
t)orn  in  New  Jersey  in  the  year  ISOp. 
Bishop’s  mill  pond,  Bishop’s  cider  mill. 
Bishop’s  saw  mill  and  Bishop's  ice 
house  are  names  that  were  familiar  to 
the  boys  of  Greenville  from  1850  to 
187.5.  Much  more  will  be  said  of  Mr. 
Bishop  and  his  family  in  later  issues  of 
“The  Darke  County  Boy.’’ 

Fifth  and  last  in  the  group  is  Mrs.  J. 
D.  Farrar,  whose  husband’s  picture 
would  have  appeared  with  her’s,  had 
the  engraver  in  Chicago  been  able  to 
reproduce  it  from  the  daguerreotype 
plate.  The  outlines  were  too  indistinct 
foi'  reproduction.  Judge  Farrar  came 
to  Greenville  when  there  were  but  si.x 
houses  in  the  town.  Later  he  engaged 
in  mercantile  business  with  Allan  La- 
Motte.  The  firm  name  was  LaMotte  & 
Farrar.  A great  deal  remains  to  be 
written  of  each  of  these  individuals 
that  will  come  under  another  heading 
entirely.  Sadie  Farrar-Sater  is  the 
only  member  of  this  family  now  living 
in  Greenville.  George  D.  Farrar,  an 
only  brother,  resides  at  Waco,  Te.xas.

Fifty-two  ypara  ag'o  they  were  hav- 
ing more  or  less  trouble  in  the  Jays-

Jacob  T.  Martz  who  knew 
the  boys,  told  the  trustees,  William 
Uoheson,  Allan  I’carson  and  Moi’decai 
F'ord,  that  he  knew  a youn}^  man  -not 
J (jiiite  18  that  could  teach  that  school 
and  ^et  along  first  class  with  the  boys. 
They  told  him  to  send  him  along  at 
■ once.  So  when  the  fall  term  of  1858 
set  in,  Mr.  Martz  was  there  with  his 
young  teachci'.  All  the  trustees  were 
present  and  each  gave  the  boys  a short 
talk  and  imj>lored  them  to  “be  good.” 
Mr.  Martz  Sjioke  and  told  them  that  he 
knew  that  they  would  get  along  with 
their  new  teacher. 

The  school  enrollment  was  110  with 
an  average  attendance  of  76.  The

What  puzzles  me  is  that  a day’s  labor  j 
in  early  days  ranged  in  wages  from  25 
to  75  cents,  and  was  done  by  men  of 
families.  Money  was  scarce  and  men 
had  to  take  their  pay  in  “trade.”  Mus- 
lin cost  12J  cents  a yard  and  Jeanscloth 
25  cents.  A man  had  to  work  a month 
to  earn  a suit  of  clothes. 

In  18.3H  Mr.  Denise  built  a barn  for 
James  Devor  and  paid  his  hands  9H| 
cents  per  day.  This  was  the  first  not- 
able increase  in  wages.  When  he 
worked  himself  he  charged  the  same. 
Thirty-three  days  work  amounted  to 
$:!)  12i.  Tlie  same  work  today  would 
cost  $b:i.5!).  All  the  odds  are  in  favor 
of  the  wage  earners  of  today. 

Sait  was  worth  $6  a barrel  and  yet 
I Mr.  Denise  got  only  $1.50  for  hauling 

livi'  bari'els  of  it  from  Piqua  to  Green- 
\dle  for  Daniel  K.  Davis.  March  20, 
l.'^40,  a half  peck  of  potatoes  cosf  27J 
cents,  or  at  the  rate  of  $2.(K;  per 
bushel  ! It  took  a laboring  man  four 
days  to  earn  a bushel  of  potatoes. 

Weaned  pigs  sold  at  50  cents  each. 
Oats  20  cents  a bushel.  One  year  later, 
February  5,  1841,  ])otatoes  sold  for  24 
cents  a bush(d;  corn  25  cents  a bushel. 
In  1835  buckwheat  was  50  cents  a 
bushel;  eggs  6J  cents  a dozen;  bacon  7i 
cents  a pound;  chopping  wood  50  cents 
a day.  December  22,  1839,  he  charged 
$5.01i  for  chopping  17  cords  of  hickory: 
wood,  or  31J  cents  a cord.  He  sold  it 
for  75  cents  a cord.  A pound  of  tobac- 
co cost  12J  cents;  p6un|)s  of  pickled 
pork  39  cents,  one  gallon  of  whiskey  30 
Cents;  halfsoling  pair  of  shoes  25  cents. 
Leather  was  certaiidy  cheap  in  those 
days;  labor  was  cheaper,  and  yet  there 
were  no  strikes,  no  trusts  ami  very 
little  money.

I And  yet,  it  was  under  such  conditions’ 
: as  I have  named,  that  the  pioneei's  of 
Darke  county  had  to  confer, d with.  One 
year  wages  would  be  high,  but  money 
scarce.  The  next  year  money  would  he 
plentiful,  wages  low  and  provisions 
high.  There  didn’t  seem  to  be  any 
standaril  market  value  to  anything. 
Aside  from  what  little  silver  money 
crept  into  the  country  there  come  (jnite 
la  number  of  individind  bank  notes.  If 
a man  went  to  lu-d  wiih  $100  worth  of 
tlK'tn  he  was  liable  to  wake  up  next 
morning  and  learn  that  the  hank  had 
■■|/nst((r'  the  wi'ek  before  and  his' 
paper  bills  wa-re  worthh'ss. 


I don't  know  how  much  a pairof  half- 
soles weigh,  but  a man  could  get  a pair 
[jegged  onto  his  boots  for  25  cents.  The 
piice  of  sole-leather  was  244  cents  a 
[HHind.  That  was  in  1827,  when  wages 
for  plowing  was  25  cents  a day;  drop- 
ping corn  19J  cents  per  day.  Corn  was 
wortn  18  cents  a bushel,  and  36  pounds 
I of  pork  could  be  bought  for  95  cents.  A 
bushel  of  apples  cost  124  cents;  a pound 
of  coll'ee  18J  cents.

Mauling  655  rails  came, to  $2.25;  a 
barrel  ot  cider  to  $1,  ten  pounds  of 
pickled  pork  cost  46  cents,  and  a shoul- 
der of  pig  25  cents.  Wheat  was  worth 
50  cents  a bushel  and  butter  9 cents  a 
pound. 

Mr.  Denise  received  $1.59  a day  for 
himself,  hired  hand  and  team,  hauling 
wood.  He  hauled  five  barrels  of  flour 
from  Winchester  to  Greenville  for 
David  ’I'aylor  at  20  cents  per  barrel. 
He  sold  John  Kelly  a pair  of  calves  and 
a yoke  for  $3.50.  Win.  J.  Henry 
bought  a hog  of  him  that  weiglied  103 
pounds  for  which  he  received  the  sum 
of  $2.06. 

Ho  charged  Pat  Shields  $2  for  6 yards 
of  cross-bar  calico,  or  at  the  rate  of  33!| 
cents  per  yaril.  Jerry  Meeks  was  alive 
in  1828  and  paid  Mr.  Denise  39  cents 
for  9J  pounds  of  side  meat. 

He  hauled  25,000  brick  a distance  of 
three  miles  for  William  Bostwick  for 
$12.  He  hauled  stone  for  him  at  $1  I'er 
day,  and  sold  him  a beef  hide  for  $2.20. 

1 would  like  to  find  out  where  the 
above  brick  were  used,  as  1 have  no 
I record  of  a brick  building  being  erected 
I in  Greenville  that  year. 
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Old  “butternut  Row,” 
Bwodway  below  Ghifd  Street. 


HAT  a pity  the  “Butternut  Corn- 
er” is  not  in  the  lacture.  Why 
did  the  photographer  1 'avc  it  out? 

Perhaps  he  was  instructed  to  do  so  by 
Dr.  John  E.  Matchette  for  whom  tlie 
photo  was  taken.  i 

When  William  Allen  was  the  leader 
of  the  B eniocratic  party  of  Darke 
County,  hi.s  law'  office  was  Democratic i 
Headquarters,  and  there  Alhn  planned^ 
and  counseled  with  his  Democratic' 
friends.  During  Allen’s  Congressional 
career  at  the  beginningof  the  rebellion 
he  voted:  “Not  a man,  not  a dollar  for 
its  suppression.”  For  this  statement 
his  office  was  fired  upon  one  jiight  and 
one  or  two  persons  were  hit  by  bullets 
from  soldiers’  muskets. 

As  soon  as  the  war  was  over  Alhm 
renounced  his  Democi'acy  and  l)ecame 
a member  of  the  Republican  party. 

Democrats  along  that  “Row”  nevc>r 
forgave  him  and  it  is  plain  to  be  .seim 
wliy  the  “old  butternut  corner”  was 
left  out  of  the  picture.  A iioriion  of 
it,  however,  is  visible  on  the  right. 

Those  buildings  stood  on  what  was 
once  the  old  jail  lot  on  Broadway  and 
Third  streets — occupied  now  by  the 
Matchette-Wilson  Block,  Berry  Bacli- 
man  and  others. 


The  building  with  no  signs  on  it  was 
the  Probate  Judge’s  office  for  many 
years  -in  fact,  until  the  building  of  the 
present  Court  House.  I can  remember 
when  my  father.  Judge  A.  R.  Calder- 
wood  occupied  it  during  his  incumbency 
as  Piobate  Judge.  That  was  in  the 
early  50’s.  Dan  H.  R.  Jobes  succeeded 
him,  then  came  A.  T.  Bodle,  John  C. 
McKemy  and  Judge  James  T.  .Meeker. 

Drs.  Wm.  H.  and  John  E.  Matchette 
built  and  occupied  the  adjoining  build- 
ing. That  is  Dr.  J.  E.  Matchett  standing 
on  the  steps  in  front  of  the  door.  No 
one  ha.s  been  able  to  tell  me  who  the 
other  persons  are  in  the  picture.  Jud^e 
D.  L.  .Meeker  and  Judge  1).  H.  R. 
Jobes  occupied  the  next  building  and 
Baker  & Anderson,  the  one  cn  the  Idft. 

I I think  a more  approj>riate  name  for  l| 
that  group  of  buildings  would  haw  been 
Demociatic  Row  ’ i(ir  the  reason  that  ! 
tor  years  not  a Reituniican  domivi.i  d ' 
in  any  of  them,  besides  those  who  did  ' 
occiqiy  tliem  were  leading  Deinociats 
and  their  cilices  were  iHUKkpuirlei  for 
all  county  committeemen  of  the  Demo- 
cratic party. 

All  the  silver-haired  readers  of  the 
I Darke  County  Boy  will  recognize  this 
I old  land  mark. 
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Hard  to  Please. 

Frank  Ryan  doesn’t  look  old  cnoiiyli 
to  have  been  born  nearly  70  years  ago. 
Wey,  he  was,  and  right  here  in  Green- 
ville Township  at  that.  Frank  is  hai'd 
to  please  about  some  things.  While  a 
member  of  Co.  K,"  C lth  ().  \'.  1.  he  wa.s 
cajitured  at  Wincdiester,  \'irginia.  and 
after  remaining  with  the  rebels  live 
I days  he  took  a disliking  to  the  food 
they  gave  him  and  eoncluih  d to  leave 
them  and  nut  even  say  "good  b\(‘.’' 
He  crawled  thiough  a tlilch  fuil  of  In  ia.i  s 
I in  getting  awa\'  and  that  night  walked 
twenty-one  miles  tinci  lull  in  with  a 
negro  who  cared  for  him  eighteen  da\'s. 
.Ml  this  time  he  was  within  gnu  sli(.tof 
the  rebels.  Ho  finally  retiched  Mart  ins- 
burg  and  from  there  got  home  in  lime 
to  be  discharged  with  his  K.'ginient  tit 
Columbus  September  10,  ISl'l.  Frank 
says  the  rebels  were  gornl  fellows,  hut 
he  couldn’t  stand  their  gtih  a c<in- 
sequently  had  to  part  com))any  with 
them.  He  says  they  were  Sony,  no 
doubt,  but  he  wasn't. 

Come  to  think  of  it  the  Leitwich 
Piano  House  is  a pioneer  establisliment 
in  Greenville.  Charley  Leftwich  has 
been  filling  the  homes  of  Darke  County 
with  pianos  ever  since  ISTl,  a [leriod  of 
forty  years.  A man  that  can  hold  the 
trade  and  confidence  of  a community 
for  that  length  of  time  has  much  to  be 
proud  of. 

Over  100  Years  Old. 

People  are  no  longer  called  "old”  at 
fiO,  70  and  80  years  of  age.  It  is  a very 
common  thing  to  meet  persons  from  80 
to  90  years  of  age,  and  the  number  of 
persons  that  live  to  100  or  more  seems 
to  be  on  the  increase.  On  the  10th  of 
October  the  mother  of  C.  R.  Left- 
wich, the  piano  man,  reached  her  100th 
year  and  bids  fair  to  see  many  more 
birthdays. 

'The  London  Express  tells  of  three 
women  that  are  over  100  and  all  living. 

f’ran  Dulkiewitz,  of  Pason,  born  1785. 
Madam  Bara  Viselka,  of  Bavelsko,  Ba- 
varia, bom  1784,  and  Margaret  Burns, 
Millvale,  England,  born  1801. 

W.  S.  Turpen,  of  Greenville,  will 
soon  he  93.  Col.  David  Putman,  of 
Palestine,  will  soon  he  90.  Mrs.  Wes- 
ley .Jay,  of  Jaysville,  and  Mrs.  Rosser, 
of  Arcanum,  are  in  their  94th  year. 
Reynolds  Morton,  Aaron  Denise  and 
Daniel  Zimmerman,  of  Greenville,  aie 
aged  88,  86  and  83  respectively,  and  all 
lively  as  crickets.  ’Fhe  several  score  of 
men  in  Darke  County  that  are  betwc'en 
75  and  80  years  of  age  would  be  insult- 
ed if  they  should  he  referred  ty  as  ‘‘old 
men.  Getting  ‘‘old”  befon*  one  has 
reached  the  100  year  mark  is  merely  a 
habit  and  not^at  all  popular.

I Aaron  Denise  was  bom  .January  ]u.  , 
lS2o.  He  doesn’t  claim  to  be  the  oldest 
I living  person  in  Daike  County,  but  he 
! does  claim  to  he  the  youngest  okl  man 
on  the  streets  of  Greenville.  llu>  16th 
of  this  month  he  will  be  86  yeais  of  a.ge-’ 
and  79  years  of  that  time  he  has  lived 
in  Darke  County. 

Aaron  says:  “When  I came  hei'e  in 
Drill  there  wei’e  lots  of  Indians  around 
.ihuut  here.  Thei'e  were  all  kinds  of 
game  such  as  deer,  bear,  tuikeys,  pan- 
tiiers,  wild  cats,  otter,  mink,  wolves 
:anl  I'o.xe.s.  We  had  to  liuild  files  by 
laying  povwler  on  inink  nud  shavings 
.,;.d  tiicn  take  a piece  of  f.im  and  strike 
.'parks  from  it  to  ignite  the  povvdei. 

' Fume  limes  lii'es  were  kept  alive  umler 
a-n  cuvering,  and  some  times  a tallow 
' d'p  was  kept  burning.  Put  when  there 
Were  neither  in  the  house  and  the  Hint 
, would  fail  to  ignite  the  powder  we  had 
In  borrow  fire  I'loin  a neighbor.  My 
father  liveil  in  the  country  at  that  time 
' and  1 can  remember  when  1 had  to  car- 
I I V live  coal  from  neighla^is  half  a mile 
avvav.  We  lived  iirinciiialiy  on  .1 
; ea'te  and  venison  in  those  ilays.  If  we 
j hadn't  time  to  kill  a deer  we  could  buy  ^ 
' saddle  of  venison  for  25  cents.  My  I 
father  hollowed  out  white  oak  bowls 
and  the  hatter  for  the  -Johnnie  cake 
was  put  into  the  bowks  vvh.ieh  were  Set 
close  to  the  fire  and  cocked  in  thtit , 
way.  1 killed  many  a deer  and  sold 
iheir  hides  to  .Allen  La.Motte  for  ;i 
i.paarter  a piece.  The  first  boys  1 got 
acejuainted  with  were  Martin  LTlery, 
Sam  and  Joe  Cole.  They  are  still  liv- 
ing up  about  Coletovvn. 

There  used  to  be  a lot  of  clay  on  the 
Joe  Parks  farm  now  ov'vne'l  by  Sam 
Haniish  and  a man  by  the  name  of 
Sipe  used  to  haul  it  to  his  pi'ttery  and 
mold  it  into  crocks  and  jugs.  His  pot- 
tery was  on  the  corner  of  Walnut  and  I 


Fourth  streets  where  the  Christopher 
residence  now  is.  1 have  forgotten  in 
what  year  matches  were  first  brought 
to  Greenville,  but  it  wasn’t  for  15  or  20 
years  after  I came. 

A great  many  families  had  no  tables 
or  bedsteads  in  those  days.  Most  of 
thr  folks  bored  holes  in  the  logs  at  the 
( sitle  of  the  building  and  drove  pegs  into 
them  and  then  stretched  puncheon 
boards  ever  them  for  beds.  Others 
took  four  hickory  posts  and  bored  holes 
in  them  and  put  poles  in  the  holes  and 
then  stretched  ropes  from  pole  to  pole 
cross- wise  and  threw  on  their  deerskins 
and  sheep  pelts  for  ticking  and  they 
make  pretty  good  beds. 

I wars  quite  a young  man  before  I 
ever  saw  an  iron  door  lock.  Wooden 
latches  with  a lift  string  to  them  were 
in  use  for  many  j’ears  after  I came 
I here.  I don’t  recollect  whether  the 
town  school  had  window  lights  or  not 
I hut  Country  schools  couldn’t  alTord  any 
thing  better  than  greased  paper  for 
windovv  panes. 

Money  was  awfullv  scarce  in  those 
I days  and  one  daj'-fiiy  father  came  horiie 
from  town  and  said  that  lie  had  con-,  j 
tracted  with  John  L.  Winner  and  John  , 
Clark  to  deliver  them  300  cords  of  wood  i 
at  50  cents  a cord.  Both  Winner  and  j 
Clark  lived  at  that  time  in  the  same  j 
h(.)use  on  Main  street.  It  was  known  ’ 
in  later  years  as  the  Barkalovv  house.  | 

! It  vv^as  built  by  William  McKhann  be-  j 
fore  I came  to  Greenville.  The  ground  | 
httween  the  house  and  Elm  street  was  I 
v acant  and  I piled  the  wood  on  that 
: lot.  Jerry  Ries  afterwards  bought 
j that  vacant  lot  and  built  on  it. 
j When  Jerry  Ries  first  came  here  he 
I worked  at  blacksmithing  for  a man 
! named  Cole  who  had  a sho]i  right  where 
Dan  Zimmerman  is  now  living  on  West 
Main  street.  After  a year  or  so  Jerry 
bought  the  corner  lot  where  the  , old 
jiacking  house  stood  and  put  up  a shop 
for  himself  out  of  that  material.  At 
j that  time  Elisha  I.tavvcs  iived  in  a log 
j house  on  what  was  later  known  as 
Clark’s  Corner,  and  where  .John  Claik 
lived  ami  hatl  his  hake  shop  for  many 
\ears. 

l’eo])le  are  always  talking  about  Gen- 
eral Harrison  having  been  entertained 
by  Abraham  Scribner  in  lS4tk  The 
truth  of  the  matter  is  that  Frank  Ham- 
ilton entertained  him  at  his  tavern 
I which  stood  where  W’aring.s  store  afti'r- 
wanls  was  built,  ;ind  the  general  spoke 
to  the  erovvd  in  the  public  square  Irom 
the  balcony  of  that  hotel.

Everybody  had  tree  molasses  in  those 
days  and  either  that  or  something 
■‘just  as  good”  was  used  to  wash  down 
the  dry  food  that  comitosed  their  feast. 

After  dinner  there  were  songs,  stories 
and  speech  making.  Of  course  they 
discussed  the  fundamental  princiiiles  of 
our  government  and  perhajis  some  of 
them  even  discussed  the  tarifl’  which!

Simon  Cary  was  a harness  maker  in 
the  40’s  and  -50’s  and  was  the  senior 
member  of  the  firin  Cary  & Tomlinson 

his  partner  being'  John  Tomlinson. 
Mr.  Cary  was  a large  man  with  a 
“wobble”  to  his  walk,  and  resided  for 
several  years  in  the  house  erected  by 
William  Laurimore  on  the  lot  now  own- 
ed by  Mrs.  Kate  Lucas,  southwest  cor- 
ner of  Fourth  street  and  Central  avenue. 
Mr.  Cary  married  the  widow  Marks  — 
mother  of  I’ete  and  Harve,  who  re- 
moved with  him  to  Marion,  Indiana,  in 
company  with  Jim  McDowell  in  the 
late  oO's.  McDowell  soon  after  went 
to  Congress.  All  are  now  dead.  Ilarve 
Marks  died  a few  years  ago,  leaving 
quite  a fortune.  After  leaving  here 
Mr.  Cary  became  a photographer. 

Second  in  the  upper  group  is  Will- 
iam Laurimore,  hotel  keepei'  and  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  for  many  years.  In 
those  days  hotels  were  called  “taverns. 
Mr.  Laurimore's  tavern  wa.s  located  on 
West  Main  stieet,  between  the  Public 
Square  and  Sycamore  street,  .south 
side.  He  was  the  father  of  Maidon, 
James,  Martha,  Emily,  Martin,  Win- 
ner, Alvin,  Oscar  and  Charles  Lauri- 
more Hickox,  the  latter  being  an  in- 
fant when  his  mother  died,  was  adopt- 
ed by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eli  Hickox. 
William  Laurimore  was  a I'esoluto  and 
determined  man  whose  settled  convic- 
tions on  any  subject  were  as  firm  as 
the  rock  of  Gibralter.  There  are  many 
living  today  who  will  remember  Siphre 
Laurimore  and  his  office  upstairs  in  the 
old  Court  House. 


Mrs.  Rell-Whison,  tliird  in  the  upper 
group,  was  the  wife  and  later  the 
widow  of  Hiram  Bell  and  Judge  Will- 
iam Wilson.  While  the  wife  of  Mr. 
Bed  he  was  elected  to  Congress,  and  ' 
she  spent  tw'o  winters  with  her  husband 
in  Washington,  D.  C.  After  Mr.  Bell’s 
death  in  1855,  she -married  Judge  Wil- 
son, who  died  in  1864.  Mr,  Wilson  es- 
tablished the  Greenville  Advocate  in 
December,  1837,  which  later  on  became  : 
the  Greenville  Journal.  Hiram  Bell’s  | 
residence  'was  on  the  site_  of  the  'fur-  I 

pen  House~in  fact  his  dwelling  waslj 
converted  into  a hotel.  His  office  was  ! I 
on  the  same  lot  facing  I-troadway  ;U 
the  point  where  Frank  Meekci-’s  real 
estate  office  now  is.  Mrs.  Hell-Wilscn 
was  one  of  the  most  intellectual  and

The  other  evening  I received  a tele- 
phone message  from  Mrs.  C.  H.  Hart- 
zell  (Emily  Shepherd),  205  Gray  Ave. , 
that  “Sanford  is  here,  can’t  you  come 
down  and  see  him  this  evening?” 

“See  Sanford  Shepherd?  Of  course ! 
I will.  Look  for  me  in  10  minutes” 
was  my  answer,  and  I was  there  on 
time. 

“Hello  Skeezics”  said  I,  as  we  shook 
hands.  The  stogies  were  passed  around 
and  as  I began  puffing  away  I looked 
my  boyhood  chum  over.  As  far  back  • 
as  I can  remember  anybody  I remem-  ^ 
ber  Sanford  Shepherd.  Once  we  baby  ' 
talked  with  each  other;  learned  our  A 
B C’s  together;  took  our  first  school  ! 
lesson  out  of  McGuffey’s  Primer;  pass- 
en  into  the  First,  Second  and  Third 
Readers  together  and  when  there  wasn’t 
any  school  we  fought  mullein  stalks,  :

To  make  a present  of  a knife  or  sharp 
tool  was  sure  to  “cut  your  friendship.” 

To  break  a looking  glass  meanty'aw- 
ful  bad  luck  coming  to  you  soon.’ 

To  drop  a knife  “good  luck”  but  to 

drop  a fork  was  “bau  luck  ind.eed. 

To  forgot  some  thing  on  taking  your 
departure  from  the  house  aiul  hate  to 
go  back  for  it  was  “feaidully  bad 

luck.”

The  book  contains  a grapliic  outline 
sketch  of  the  Indian  tribes  inhabiting  1 
the  Ohio  valley  and  the  lake  region  at  • 
the  advent  of  the  Whites;  an  interest- 
iug  account  of  the  early  Indian  raids 
and  retaliations;  and  comprehensive 
narratives  of  St.  Clair’s  and  Wayne’s 


expeditions  and  the  Treaty  of  Green- 
ville.
